HE mere sight of an article on the 

subject of reviewers and reviewing 

is doubtless enough to make the 
practitioners of that art groan. ‘They are 
in for it again! But they have always 
been in for it, and I for one hope they 
always will be. 

This is not to imply that the reviewer 
is always a noteless blot on a remembered 
name; rather, that he is so important that 
we cannot afford for one moment to let 
him feel at ease in Zion. For it is by the 
quality of the reviewing that the publisher 
in the long run, stands or falls. It is es- 
sential, therefore, that the reviewer have 
standards and stick to them, especially in 
the face of contrary influence from the 
publisher. The publisher, as we all know, 
is the most fallible of mortals, and if he 
sees a chance to persuade a reviewer to 
give prominence to a book he thinks he can 
sell, he will do it. But it is the reviewer’s 
duty to be infallible—or at any rate to 
think he is—and to remain deaf to bland- 
ishments which should have no effect 
on one who sets himself up—whom the 
publisher encourages to set himself up—as 
a Judge, or at least a mediator. When 
the reviewer starts taking his cue from the 
publisher it is a bad day for both.

criticism, is too obvious to mention. It 
is perhaps not so obvious, but I am con- 
vinced, equally true, that it is bad for 
reviewing regarded as an aid to the sale 
ot books. Reviewing can only promote 
the sale of books in the long run by not 
doing so. 

At a recent luncheon of the Publishers’ 
Advertising Club the question was mooted 
as to whether the newspaper reviewer, for 
example, best serves the interest of pub- 
lishers by trying to mention all the books 
which the publishers tell him are impor- 
tant, or by singling out the most important 
one for extensive notice, or by merely fol- 
lowing his own inclinations even when 
they lead him to some comparatively ob- 
scure book. “The answer to the question 
in this form seems to me to be that he 
should, as was suggested, pursue the last 
course, but not for the reason given. This 
was that by writing about what really in- 
terested him. the reviewer would be build- 
ing up a following for himself among the 
readers of the newspaper, and consequent- 
ly (it follows as the night the day) a 
greater number of people would be reached 
through him. 

This is quite all right as far as it goes, 
but seems to me to fall short of the 
mark. The real way in which the re- 
viewer can serve the publisher is not by 
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inducing particular people to read particu- 
lar books; results of this sort are of mo- 
mentary value, and are limited to the par- 
ticular books he has the inclination or the 
space to recommend. He is really valuable, 
to all but the very small number of publish- 
ers who depend on best sellers alone, to the 
extent that he encourages a discriminating 
interest in books where it already exists 
and creates it where it does not; in other 
words, in so far as he is really a critic. 

The first of several observations one must 
make about reviewing just now is that the 
greater part of it today is for all practical 
purposes not a branch of criticism at all, 
but really a branch of advertising. 

I am not speaking of an actual connec- 
tion between advertisements and reviews. 
Cases are not unknown where it has been 
frankly acknowledged that advertisers must 
receive first consideration, but they are after 
all rare. Much less rare, in fact very gen- 
eral, is the practice of calling the publish- 
ers attention to the number of reviews 
that have appeared as a reason for his ad- 
vertising; but this is between the publisher 
and the advertising manager and suppos- 
edly does not affect the review editor. The 
fact is, however, that the more a book is 
advertised in advance of publication the 
more certain it is to receive prompt, promi- 
nent, and lengthy reviews, regardless of its 
merits. In other words many review editors 
appear to kave no standards of their own 
for meting out their attention, but judge 
the importance of a book by the news value 
of the advance literary notes and the 
amount of advertising space the publisher 
has taken. 

As far as criticism is concerned this 
practically universal respect for advertis- 
ing results is a complete reversal of its 
function. Instead of leading, the critic 
follows those he exists to lead. For the 
books the publisher emphasizes in his ad- 
vertising are not those he considers to have 
the greatest permanent importance, but 
those he expects to have the widest imme- 
diate sale; i.e., in almost every case, those 
which appeal to the widest portion of the 
public. Thus, in the last analysis, the 
leaders are really the led; and instead of 
mitigating and counterbalancing the evils 
connected with concentration on best sell- 
ers (which it is not necessary to point out 
here) they aggravate them. For our friend 
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the potential discriminating book lover ; 
browbeaten into following the hye a 
cry, and even some who regard themselves 
as more than potentially discriminating fee] 
rather overpowered. 

Which leads naturally to our second 
observation about reviewing; namely, that 
there is far too much of it. There are too 
many reviewers reviewing in too many 
publications, too many of which review the 
same few books, and not enough (or even 
one) of which review all books. The adyap. 
tages derived from having books mentioned 
in as many places as possible seem real a 
first glance, but they are temporary and jlly. 
sory compared to the advantages of having 
one or two established reviews where jt ; 
known that all books are reviewed and to 
which booklovers are obliged to resort. 

The trouble, it seems to me, js q 
lack of definition. No one would main. 
tain that the daily newspaper critic 
should be abolished; but his sphere 
should be more clearly defined. Whether 
he considers it his business to discuss the 
books that are in the news or to be a real 
critic according to his lights, he cannot 
in one column or in one page tell his read- 
ers about all the books they ought to be 
told about. It is very desirable for the 
publisher, therefore, that he should avoid 
giving the impression that his column or 
his page constitutes a complete literary re 
view. As it is, nearly every newspaper and 
magazine in the country seems to be trying 
to be all things to all men, and the num 
ber of demands for review copies grows 
daily. It would be infinitely better, not 
only for criticism but for the book business, 
if religious magazines reviewed only relig- 
ious books and if newspaper critics would 
confine themselves to a frank expression 
of personal choice. 

By personal choice I do not mean per 
sonalities. The late W. Ek. Henley, a critic 
who was primarily a journalist and re 
viewer, remarked once that “impressiomsm 
when it is divorced from system, straight 
way degenerates into gossip.” It has gone 
so far now that we not only have gossip 
about books instead of criticism, not onl 
gossip about authors instead of about books, 
but gossip about the reviewer's new hous 
or her new hat (for it is generally a lady). 

This is only one of the things that would 
be cured by a little wholesome anonymity: 
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The practice of signed reviews serves no 
cause, in the long run, but that of the re- 
viewer. What is the use of sacrificing the 
authority of anonymity to tell us that a 
review is by Winnie May Muttersome if 
a note must be appended to inform us that 
Miss Muttersome was formerly Assistant 
Professor of English in the Great Plains 
Agricultural College, and that after six 
months in Paris and six in the advertising 
business, she is now free-lancing? Please 
note that I do not blame Miss Mutter- 
some. She has her way to make and I 
admire her for making it if she can. She 
knows that if she is successful—and I fear 


> che will be—she may one day write a col- 


umn and tell us what Mr. Thornton 
Wilder said to Miss Edna Ferber about 
Mr. G. K. Chesterton. She will call them 
“Thornton” and “Edna,” of course, but I 
doubt whether even Miss Muttersome will 
refer to Mr. Chesterton as “Gilbert.” She 
will then go on to tell us what she, Miss 
Muttersome, was thinking at the time about 
the color of the curtains in her host’s apart- 
ment and will also call him by his first 
name. If she calls enough celebrities and 
near-celebrities by their first names in print, 
she may one day hope to edit a book page 
and be a near-celebrity herself. 

This is only one side, and the lighter 
side, of the effects of printing signed re- 
views in every book review in the country. 
Signed reviews have their place. It is in 
the weekly magazine of special opinion 
where the reviews are quite legitimately 
arbitrary, selective, and individual ; or in the 
more or less learned monthly and quarterly 
periodicals where they are the considered 
and leisurely judgments of highly qualified 
scholars and Jittérateurs. But what makes 
a book commercially and sets the standard 
of general opinion is the great weekly 
review devoted to books alone and hav- 
ing behind it the prestige of a great 
newspaper. When that exists deviations 
from its norm are desirable and stimulat- 
ing, but where it does not exist, or dimin- 
ishes the prestige which its connection with 
the newspaper gives it by publishing signed 
reviews, nothing can take its place fully. 
For granting all the interest which a cele- 
brated name arouses at the head of a re- 
al —— a remains a per- 
furnish a “aan a a ae 

and it also draws atten- 
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tion away from the reviews which are 
anonymous. 

The same objection holds, I think, with 
the practice of illustrating reviews. As a 
publisher’s assistant I sincerely hope that, 
given the present system, editors will con- 
tinue to print illustrations with the re- 
views of books which I am interested in 
promoting, just as, as one who ventures 
occasionally to review the books of other 
publishers, I like to see my name in print. 
But reviewers are human and would be 
willing, most of them, to give up their sig- 
natures for a little more money; and many 
publishers would doubtless be willing to 
forego illustrations for the sake of the 
extra space that could be devoted to re- 
viewing, provided they could then be as- 
sured that all books would be _ noticed. 
The supposition that pictures must be used 
to attract attention to books is of the same 
order, though not of the same degree, as 
the manifesto of a recently founded literary 
magazine which ingenuously proposes to 
appeal to the modern book lover by con- 
necting books with the other varied inter- 
ests, which it assures. us, people who like 
books now have. As if it were something 
new for book lovers to be human; and, 
still more ingenuous, as if anyone whose 
interest in books is not enough to make 
him read about them unless they are writ- 
ten up brightly along with polo and the 
latest plays, were a book lover at all! All 
of which brings us back to the question of 
lack of definition. A book review is, we 
should not forget, a book review; the pub- 
lic, though at first attracted, will not be 
permanently satisfied with something which 
is neither fish, flesh, nor fowl. 


I am not attacking the great weekly re- 
views which we have. The greater num- 
ber of their reviews are of a very high 
order and they are the nearest thing we 
have to a standard. As it is, however, they 
are the best of many; while the wide circu- 
lation of the London Times Literary Sup- 
plement in_this country shows, I think, 
that there is a need which they do not en- 
tirely fill—that for a great, all-inclusive, 
authoritative, and anonymous weekly re- 
view. 

If the Times Literary Supplement can 
find a wide audience here, it is obvious 
that an American review conducted gn 
similar lines would find an even wider one. 
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The lack of it is, I think, one of the 


principal disadvantages under which we 
labor here as compared with _ publishers 
in England, in the promotion of books. 
They have not, it is true, such a geograph- 
ically scattered public to reach, but it is 
undeniable that such critical standards as 
we have emanate from New York already, 
and consequently this factor is much less 
important than is generally supposed. The 
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English publisher knows that his book will 
be promptly and adequately noticed jp at 
least one medium and so does the Public 
This fact at once reduces both the number 
of review copies it is necessary to give away 
and the amount of money that must be 
spent on advertising. In England jg is 
reviews which sell books. Here it js ad- 
vertising which sells and, I think, largely 
for the reasons I have given. 


The World of Books 


Basil Blackwell 


Mr. Blackwell, the well-known Oxford publisher and bookseller. 
delivered this address as the Dent Memorial Lectures this year. 


PART I 


HE world of bookmen is a little 

world, and the majority of those 

who live in the world of men, once 
they have left school, are hardly aware of 
its existence. It is on the whole a hungry 
little world, providing a stepmotherly por- 
tion to most of its inhabitants. 

This world of bookmen, which at any 
time is hardly in accord with the standards 
of those whose professed purpose and 
touchstone of success 1s the accumulation 
of wealth, at this present time runs more 
and more counter to the tendencies in the 
world of affairs. There the tendency in 
both politics and industry is to submerge 
the individual. Capitalism and Socialism 
in theory may be as different as heads 
from tails; in effect the individual finds 
them as near as the two faces of a coin. 
And for the individual it is a case of 
“Heads I win, tails you lose.’ In the 
book world individualism is the breath of 
life; to mechanize is to kill. The author 
inevitably is individual—individual or of 
no account. You cannot mechanize the 
artist or the scholar: nor can you mechan- 
ize the publisher. Publishing without 
personality is null and void. Craftsman- 
ship is the negation of the mechanical. In 
bookselling personality counts for more 
than system. 

It is natural then that this recalcitrant 
book world will be relatively poor, and 
that success requires rare qualities in the 





individual—and even then it is a success 
of small account in the eyes of the world 
of affairs. 

The energy, care, and enterprise which 
achieve a competence in the booktrade 
commonly would yield affluence in other 
industries. Very few enter the book world 
to make money; ideals for the most part 
must be the determinant. To many the 
reward of a life of anxiety and unceasing 
work is the daily contact with books and 
bookmen—the life within life. 

But in order to live in the world of 
books it,is necessary to live in the world 
of men, and the bookman’s ideals must be 
amenable to economics. We shall do well 
then to consider how far the book world 
is economically organized and whether, 
and where, there is room for improvement 
without hampering that individualism 
which is its soul. Individualist action is 
sufficiently handicapped in a_ rationalized 
commercial system; we cannot afford 
waste. 

Take first the author—the primum mo 
bile of our world—on whose genius 
whether it be of invention or scholarship, 
all else turns. His lot beyond question '8 
the most precarious. His brain is his capr 
tal, plant and goodwill in one. He writes 
less by election than by impulse. Econom 
ics (at any rate in the earlier part of his 
career) are a matter of hope rather than 
of calculation, and so it is that the history 
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of authorship is often a tale of exploitation 
poverty, of capricious patronage, of 
and of generous recognition—after 


and 
piracy, 
death. 

Nevertheless the author today may take 
heart of grace, for by and large he has 
never stood so well. In Britain, since the 
first Copyright Act of 1709 (Queen Anne 
should be the patron saint of British au- 
thors), the status and security of authors 
have steadily improved, and this in spite 
of the tradition that authorship does not 
merit the serious attention of a British 
Government. The lawgivers of this realm 
would seem to be content in imposing on 
the trade the unique honor of being taxed 
in kind. Slowly and grudgingly the prin- 
ciple has been admitted that an author's 
heirs may derive temporary benefit from 
his life’s work. 

During the last 40 years there has been 
a growing practice on the part of the more 
successful authors to leave the economics 
of their craft to the care of professional 
agents; albeit the publisher finds that not 
a few authors, when it comes to a close 
bargain, prove themselves in business to be 
brilliant amateurs. The literary agent is 
often blamed for offering his services more 
readily to the known than to the unknown 
author, and in a recent article in the Lit- 
eraturblatt of the Frankfiirter Zeitung has 
been likened, perhaps a little unkindly, to 
a small dog passing down the great avenue 
of authors and allowing none to escape 
his attention. But literary agents are men 
of like passions with ourselves, and we all 
in our time have taken the line of least 
resistance. Agents in other trades are 
equally unconcerned with risks. 

Authors sometimes are apt to forget that 
they still live by patronage, having ex- 
changed the caprice of a great man for 
the incalculable taste of a small public. 
And the publisher sometimes, I suspect, is 
mistaken for the patron (if not for the 
exploiter) instead of the partner in the 
task of securing this patronage. 

_ There is a tendency to divide authors 
into successes and failures. The success- 
‘ul can look after themselves, the failures 
cannot be helped. How, in the book world, 
does that author fare who is a competent 
craftsman, who has the gift of writing 
without the over-riding quality of genius, 
and has to live by his craft—the author of 
a cheap reprint which we may pick up at 
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random from a bookstall, purchasing for 
2s. the entertainment of a day? We must 
not be surprised to learn that the work of 
three months lies in our hand; that an ad- 
vance of £25 or £30 has not been covered 
by sales after 18 months; and that the book 
was written without certainty of accept- 
ance. 

Would the author’s lot be helped by a 
standard advance of a sum more nearly 
equivalent to a compositor’s minimum 
wage? Fewer books would be published 
and there would be fewer authors. Appar- 
ently from the author’s point of view they 
“order this matter better in France.” 
Would it be practicable to save the delays 
involved in sending a MS. to half a score 
of publishers for half a score of readers 
to consider at their leisure—a cumbrous 
and wasteful system—by setting up a clear- 
ing house of MSS. where they might be 
read and appraised for the benefit of such 
publishers as are not content to buy estab- 
lished names from the literary agents? I 
owe this suggestion to an author, Edmund 
Vale, the discoverer of Anglesey. 

Do authors generally view with ap- 
proval the lottery of book societies? Does 
the sudden multiplication of one author’s 
sales react unfavorably on the sales of 
others? Is it possible or beneficial to offer 
more certainty to the author of patient 
merit? May I express here my hope that, 
when Mr. Dent chooses his author lec- 
turer, he will select one to whom these 
questions are of immediate concern? Are 
not such authors, after all, in the majority? 

And so to the publisher. The publisher 
is the nerve center of the book world, and 
perhaps on that account, though publishers 
are individualists to the point of being al- 
most parochial in their views of coopera- 
tion, they are also curiously gregarious. 
They congregate generally in capital cities 
(Leipzig is the exception). The publish- 
er’s position is pivotal and to his judgment 
and enterprise react author, printer, paper- 
maker, binder and bookseller. He peculiar- 
ly needs to be equipped with the qualities 
of idealism and shrewdness. He must rec- 
ognize literary merit—more, he must dis- 
cover it—he must have a flair—he must 
anticipate by just the right narrow margin 
the changing tastes and interests of the 
reading public (and in that sense he must 
have something of the journalist in his 
make-up )—he must lead while seeming to 
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follow. One lobe of his brain must be de- 
voted to literature, scholarship, art; the 
other to adroit bargaining—bargaining 
with author or his agent, with printer, 
with paper-maker, with bookseller, with 
publicity agents and not uncommonly with 
other publishers. He is often abused as 
lacking vision and enterprise by his authors 
—or shall I say his less successful authors? 
—and by booksellers as lacking in gener- 
osity. ‘To most of these charges he can 
generally make a good defence. But there 
are certain shrewd questions that might 
well be asked of him by both parties. 
Would there be larger royalties for tne 
one and larger discounts for the other if 
the publisher’s methods of advertisement 
and distribution were revised ? 

In 1926, a delegation of British pub- 
lishers and booksellers made a pilgrimage 
to study booktrade methods in Holland and 
Germany, and the report of that body— 
especially with regard to the order-clear- 
ing-house system in Leipzig—is one of the 
most enlightening and stimulating docu- 
ments in the archives of our trade. Since 
that day the history of our booktrade asso- 
ciations has marched with nimbler foot, 
and in the direction of cooperative effort. 

At the present time in the matter of 
advertising there is an improvident redu- 
plication of effort in the preparation of 
trade lists and a reckless waste of money 
in unscientific advertisement in the press. 
The system of The Reader’s Guides, 
thanks to the brilliant inspiration of Har- 
old Raymond and the organizing genius 
of the secretary of the National Book 
Council, is the best attempt in the book 
world economically to instruct and aid the 
public that is ready to buy. As for the 
public that has to be pursuaded to buy, 
probably the booktrade is too inconsider- 
able for it to be worth the while of the 
scientific national advertising expert to ed- 
ucate us in the most effective methods. 
But I can imagine no more valuable ser- 
vice to all the partners in the booktrade 
than the adoption by publishers of a sane 
and scientific method of cooperative ad- 
vertisement directed at the unreading pub- 
lic. Displayed press advertisements of in- 
dividual books will continue so long as 
authors believe that compensating sales re- 
sult. The author has something to learn. 

The publisher is open to criticism if he 
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does not make and maintain per 
tact with as many booksellers as possible. 
for booksellers are his points of contact 
with the public, and unless he employ high. 
ly intelligent travelers and listen ¢ arefully 
to their reports, the publisher who does 
not visit booksellers lives in perilous jg. 
lation from his best counsellors and critics 
Booksellers are always ready to give ad. 
vice on matters within their competence 
and their advice is seldom wide of the 
mark; for they are tutored daily by the 
public we all seek to please. Were ther 
advice more frequently sought, there would 
be fewer unwanted books. An essential! 
part of the training of a publisher js ex. 
perience in a bookshop. The unwanted 
book, failing to justify its existence, tends 
to prejudice the chances of the wanted 
book. The collapse of the poetry market 
is due to the spate of little volumes of 
passable verse which drowns the rare books 
of real poetry. Anybody with education 
and patience can write passable verse— 
there are too many patient people. 

In regard to the unwanted book, hovw- 
ever, some allowance must be made for 
the publisher whose guard has been passed 
by the importunate author. People out- 
side publishers’ offices do not realize how 
painful it is sometimes to crush the hope 
of the aspiring author. This hope is not 
a manifestation of vanity—that can be met 
by urbane evasion—not uncommonly it de- 
rives from the author’s intense conviction 
of the compelling merit of the work into 
which he has put heart and soul. It is 
the creation at which he has labored: he 
looks upon it ‘“‘and it is good.” As a model 
for publishers in the delicate task of re 
jecting MSS., may I quote the formula 
of a Chinese firm as reported a year or 
two ago by the Hong Kong correspondent 
of the Central News? 


“We read your manuscript with boundless 
delight. By the sacred ashes of our ancestors, 
we swear that we have never dipped into a 
book of such overwhelming mastery. If we 
were to publish this book it would be impos 
sible in the future to issue any book ot 2 
lower standard. As it is unthinkable that 
within the next 10,000 years we sliall find its 
equal, we are, to our great regret, ympelled 
to return this divine work, and beg you 4 
thousand times to forgive our act! = 


Now the rest of the acts of the publisher 


and all that he does, are they not written 
in the book of the profitable Unwin?

N the list of Best Sellers for No- 
() vember compiled by Books of the 

Month, John Galsworthy’s new 
novel, “Maid in Waiting” is first, topping 
“Shadows on the Rock,” which held first 
place for three months, Edna Ferber’s 
“American Beauty” follows these two hav- 
ing advanced from its position at fifth place 
in October. “Judith Paris” also went up 
on the list, from seventh to sixth place. 
Two new titles appear at ninth and tenth 
places, “Broome Stages,” the long novel 
about an English theatrical family by 
Clemence Dane, and “Sparks Fly Up- 
ward,” the second novel by Oliver La 
Farge, who won the Pulitzer Prize with 
his first, “Laughing Boy.” 

Many other new novels had good sales

“Washington Merry-Go-Round” and 
“The Epic of America” were practically 
tied for first place on the non-fiction Best 
Seller List, the anonymous volume, which 
has been the best seller all fall being only 
one point ahead of James Truslow Adams’ 
interpretive history.

We notice that 
Miss Melamed has been an_ impartial 
editor, for a third of the list is American, 
1 third British, and the other third is de- 
voted to books of other nations. Some of 
the books can be but barely classified as 
novels, but, as we would not wish to have 
such volumes as “Crock of Gold” omitted, 
we are glad to have them on any list. 
Gertrude Atherton’s ‘The Conqueror” 
dates back quite closely to the opening of 
the century, and it seems like a classic of 
the past, as does Samuel Butler’s “The 
Way of all Flesh.” On the other hand, 
some of the inclusions are as recent as 
Pearl Buck’s ‘““The Good Earth” and 
Selma Lagerlof’s “Ring of the Léwen- 
skolde.’ This is a good list for a book- 
store salesman to check to see whether he 
has been including in his own reading the 
kind of things that last.

S Congress is finally organized the 
A Patents Committee in the Senate, 
which will have copyright bills 
under consideration, has as its Chairman 
Senator Felix Hebert of Rhode Island, 
who succeeds Senator Waterman of Colo- 
rado, who has declined the Chairmanship 
although still serving on the Committee. 
Continuing on the Committee, also, will be 
Senator Goldsborough of Maryland, who 
was favorable to copyright reform last 
year, and Senator George W. Norris, who 
was doubtful. On the Democratic side will 
be Senator Dill of Washington, active in 
opposition to the Vestal Bill, and Senator 
Park Trammel of Florida, the only new 
member on the Committee, who joined 
Mr. Dill in that opposition. The third 
Democratic Senator is Ellison D. Smith of 
South Carolina. 

On the House side the new Chairman is 
Representative William I. Sirovich of New 
York, and Mr. Vestal of Indiana is senior 
Republican member. Dr. Sirovich was in 
opposition. to the Vestal Bill of last year, 
but his attitude toward the bill in its re- 
vised form is not yet known. 

The Vestal Bill for complete copyright 
revision, H. R. 139, has been filed in 
Congress, but has not yet been studied, and 
in the Senate has been introduced Mr. 
Hebert’s Bill, number S176, embodying 
many of the suggestions of the opposition 
faction. 
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Cincinnati Bookstore Reaches 
Its 100th Anniversary 
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James Book Store Has Been in One Family for a Century 





Uriah Pierson James, who founded 
the James Book Store in 1831 


N August of this year the James Book 
Store in Cincinnati was one hundred 
years old. The event was celebrated 

by the moving of the store from 127 West 
Seventh Street where it had been located 
for the last forty-three years to 516 Main 
Street, just off Government Square and 
opposite the Post Office. 

The business was founded in Cincinnati 
by Uriah Pierson James and his brother 
in 1831. At this time no railroad had yet 
crossed the Alleghanies, and Cincinnati 
was the publishing and literary center of 
the middle west. The brothers Janies 
started a stereotype foundry and printing 
office in the fall of that year. Soon after- 
wards they commenced the publication of 
books and the business gradually grew to 
considerable proportions and the firm be- 
came widely known throughout the Mis- 
sissippi Valley as the ‘Harpers of the 
West.” The place of business at that time 
was on Fifth Street, near Home, and was 





afterwards removed to Baker Street, be. 
tween Walnut and Vine. About 1840, 
Uriah James opened a bookstore on Peay! 
Street, and in 1847 formed a partnership 
with his brother Joseph, under the name 
of J. A. & U. P. James, opening a store 
on Walnut Street. This partnership con. 
tinued until 1854, when the firm dissolved. 
Uriah James continuing the business him. 
self until 1886, when he retired in favo 
of his son, Davis L. James who is at pres. 
ent head of the business. 

Uriah James died in 1889. He was es. 
sentially a self-educated and self-made man, 
achieving distinction as a_palaeontologist 
and geologist. He was an active member, 
at one time president, and for a long time 
treasurer of the old Western Academy oi 
Natural Sciences, the predecessor of the 
present Cincinnati Society of Natural His- 
tory of which he was a life member. 

In April, 1922, Davis L. James incor- 
porated the business which had been con- 
ducted by him up to that time under the 
name of U. P. James, Bookseller, to be 
known from then on as The James Book 
Store Company. Davis L. James, Jr., is 
vice-president and treasurer of the Con- 
pany, Olivia W. James acting as secretary. 

The career of this bookstore which has 
remained in one family for a century (a 
fact unique in this country) and which is 
still operating successfully is certainly 4 
notable achievement in the annals of the 
American booktrade. It is a business which 
has always been distinguished by a fine 
honesty and integrity. 

In regard to the Company’s receit 
change of address, Davis James writes 
“We have taken the present location to! 
five years and though the years behind me 
are many, I hope to pass my remaining 
days of activity in the business which has 
been carried on se long on the principles 0! 
fair dealing which my father consistently 
practiced.”

The newspaper column resembles an 
editorial feature enlivened with subheads 
and small cuts. In the bookstores, the five

books are grouped in the open bookshelf 
carrying the display. ‘The first display pre- 
sents five books of current fiction, and will 
be followed by a four-book group of non- 
fiction. Further columns seem to be 
assurea, as practically every publisher to 
whom the plan was submitted liked it. 
The column and _ bookshop display is 
planned as a continuous though flexible 
year-round program, with consecutive 
columns running during active business 
months.

N the Supreme Court of New York City 


the volume entitled “Strange Career of 
Mr. Hoover—Under Two Flags’ was 
barred from further sale, and the judge 
severely criticized both its author, John 
Hamill, and its publisher, William Faro. 
The latter was formerly known as Samuel 
Roth and had been indicted under State 
and Federal laws ‘for dealing with objec- 
tionable publications. 

This court action was taken as the result 
of an application by one James J. O’Brien, 
a former policeman, to restrain the publica- 
tion and sale of the book because he had 
conceived the idea and Hamill had worked 
in his employ in collecting the material. 
The judge stated that in his opinion 
O’Brien was protected by common law 
rights from theft of material gathered by 
the employee, Hamill. Hamill contended 
that, as the material consisted of public 
documents gathered in various parts of the 
world, he had as much right to publish it 
as O’Brien. ‘This the court denied. As 
to whether O’Brien could in the future 
publish from this material the court gave 
no opinion. “If,” said Justice Cotillo, “the 
aim was to collect historical material, it 
could not be said that there was anything 
detrimental to the public interest in so 
doing. If the person assailed in such ma- 
terial is living, the libel laws furnish him 
redress. But to employ such material to 
publicly attack a person’s past life at a 
time when he is engaged in high public 
duties and when he is virtually powerless 
to defend himself is unfair, unsportsman- 
like, and not only serves no useful purpose 
but is detrimental to the public interest.”

Early American Books and Printing 
John T. Winterich 


CHAPTER II (Concluded) 


Cambridge Points the Way 


HE economic supremacy of such 
| rarities as the Bay Psalm Book and 
the Eliot Indian Bible in the history 
of the book in America can never be ques- 
tioned, but there is one other title whose 
transcending sentimental importance must 
ever outweigh that of these and other great 
predecessors, and whose monetary worth 
as well in its early issues can scarcely be 
called negligible. The beginnings of the 
“New England Primer” are shrouded in 
a mystery that may never be dissipated, al- 
though in bibliography it is folly to assume 
that the solution of any problem is hope- 
less. The idea of the “Primer” seems to 
have originated with a humble London 
printer named John Gaine, who in the fall 
of 1683 deposited with the Stationers’ 
Company a book called “The New Eng- 
land Primer or Milk for Babes.” <A year 
and a half later no copies seem to have 
been available, for a Boston bookseller in- 
quired for them and was told none were 
to be had. Nor, in the quarter-millennium 
that has since elapsed, has a single copy 
come to light. 
In 1686 another London printer, Ben- 
jamin Harris, emigrated to Boston and, 
sometime between that year and the end 
of 1690, issued the earliest native “New 
England Primer.” Toward the close of 
the latter year a second edition was in 
process, for at the end of Henry New- 
man’s “News from the Stars,” an almanac 
for 1691 (printed, doubtless at the end of 


1690, “by R. Peirce for Benjamin Har- 
ris,’) appeared this advertisement: “There 
is now in the Press, and will suddenly be 
extant a Second Impression of ““The New- 
England Primer enlarged,’ to which is 
added, more Directions for Spelling: the 
Prayer of K Edward the 6th. and Verses 
made by Mr. Rogers the Martyr, left as a 
Legacy to his Children: (Sold by Benjamin 
Harris).” 

Such unequivocal evidence admits of no 
gainsaying. And considering the subse- 
quent popularity of the “New England 
Primer,” it is almost equally certain that 
impression succeeded impression, to the 
great profit of Mr. Harris, and, after his 
return to England, to the profit of such 
publishers as continued to carry on the 
good work. Yet the earliest issue of the 
“Primer” to survive is that printed at Bos- 
ton by S. Kneeland & T. Green in 1727, 
and of this edition but one example, now 
in the New York Public Library, is known. 
It is incredible that young America then 
stopped reading for eight years; on the 
contrary, young America read to such en- 
thusiastic purpose that the next surviving 
issue (likewise represented today by only 
a single copy, which is in the Huntington 
Library) is that of 1735. Copies dated 
1737, 1738, 1744, 1746 and 1750 are also 
known, some of them later years also be- 
ing represented by unique examples. All 
of the earliest issues were printed in Bos- 
ton; the earliest surviving copy with a

New York imprint (James Parker) is 
dated 1750, and the earliest Philadelphia 
example (James Chattin) 1757. Yet the 
Philadelphia firm of Franklin and Hall is 
known to have issued edition after edition 
from 1749 on, though the earliest survivor 
bearing this imprint is dated 1764. 

Charles F. Heartman, in “The New 
England Primer Prior to 1830” (1916), 
estimates that in the presumptive century 
and a half that elapsed between the ear- 
liest issues of the “Primer” and the dawn 
of the railroad era more than six million 
copies of this immensely popular guide to 
little minds and souls were printed. “Of 
this number,” he adds, “probably less than 
two thousand are still extant.” There 
have been numerous editions since 1830, 
but after that date the “Primer” came to 
be issued more and more as a curiosity 
for the benefit of an America that was 
beginning to be conscious of its romantic 
past. Accepting Mr. Heartman’s estimate, 
how many million tiny native sons and 
daughters first learned through the pages 
of the “Primer” that

or read breathlessly of the tree-climbing 
prowess of Zacchaeus? ‘There must have 
been three or four readers to a copy oftener 
than there was a single reader, for it was 
a day of ample families and frugal book 
budgets. 

Chronologically, the story of printing in 
British North America shifts from Massa- 
chusetts to the Middle Colonies, but for

The hegemony of Boston in the 
field of printing and publishing 
remained secure throughout the 
: last quarter of the seventeenth 
; century, and has, of course, never 
! been threatened since that day by 
' 


any other center in New England. 
In 1709 Thomas Short, who has 
probably learned his trade from 
Bartholomew Green, went to New 
London, Connecticut, and set up 
a press there. Connecticut’s off- 
cial printing had previously been 
done in Cambridge or Boston, 
and Short left the latter city with the 
assurance that the colony’s business would 
be given to him. His first imprint, and 
thus the first to be issued in Connecticut. 
was probably “An Act or Making and 
Emitting Bills of Publick Credit,’ a 
broadside, which was followed by the first 
book to be printed in Connecticut, “A 
Confession of Faith, Owned and Con- 
sented to by the Elders and Messengers 
of the Churches in the Colony of Con- 
necticut in New-England,” the printing of 
which, although the title-page was dated 
1710, was probably not completed until 
the following year. The book is better 
known by its short title of the Saybrook 
Platform. Short was succeeded by Samuel 
Green, grandson of that other Samuel 
Green who*had himself succeeded Stephen 
Day at Cambridge. Green came to New 
London in 1714 by invitation of the Con- 
necticut assembly, and until his retirement 
some years before his death in 1757 re- 
mained the colony’s official printer. A press 
was established at New Haven in 1754 by 
James Parker, and its first production was 
a compilation, in Latin, of the Laws of 
Yale College, dated 1755. So exhilarated 
was Parker by the thought that he was 
issuing the first book ever printed in New 
Haven that he called special attention to 
the fact on the title-page: ‘Liber Primus 
Novo-Portu impressus.” Not until 1764 
did the first Hartford imprint appear 
under the sponsorship of Thomas Green, 4 
great-great-grandson of the first Samuel 
Green and a grandson of the third Samuel 
who had succeeded Thomas Short at New 
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London. Yet Hartford swiftly made up for 
lost time, and during the early years of the 
nineteenth century became one of the most 
important publishing centers in the United 
States, as well as the site of a literary col- 
ony of impressive numbers and importance. 
It reasserted its publishing prominence 
soon after the Civil War with the rise 
of the American Publishing Company and 
the almost coincident appearance, Lochin- 
var-like out of the West, of Samuel 
Langhorne Clemens. “The Innocents 
Abroad,” “Roughing It,” “Mark Twain’s 
Sketches,” ‘The Adventures of Tom 
Sawyer,” “A Tramp Abroad,” “The Tra- 
gedy of Pudd’nhead Wilson” and “Fol- 
lowing the Equator” first appeared with 
Hartford imprints, the earliest of them lit- 
tle more than a century after Thomas 
Green had set up shop. 

Printing was not introduced into Rhode 
Island until 1727, when James Franklin, 
brother of Benjamin, and his elder by ten 
years, sought in Newport that felicity of 
peace which was so difficult of acquisition 
in the politico-theological storm-center that 
was Boston. His New England Courant 
has aroused the ire of Cotton and Increase 
Mather, the former of whom charged it 
with being “full freighted with nonsense, 
unmannerliness, raillery, profaneness, im- 
morality, arrogance, calumnies, lies, con- 
tradictions, and what not, all tending to 
quarrels and divisions.” Sometime previ- 
ously Cotton Mather had cancelled his sub- 
scription to the Courant, in the manner of 
outraged subscribers before and since, and 
James Franklin had charged him in print 
with sending his grandson to buy it sur- 
reptitiously thereafter. It was a splendid 
advertisement for the Courant, but 
Mather was not the man to yield as long 
as there was anyone to fight with, and 
James Franklin ultimately spent a month 
in jail for his nose-thumbing. Not until 
1726, however, did he decide he had had 
enough and go to Newport. Here he is- 
sued, the following year, a pamphlet, 
“John Hammett’s Vindication and Rela- 
tion,” followed soon after by an “Alman- 
ack” for 1728 of which a single copy sur- 
vives. On his death in 1735 the business 
was conducted by his widow, Anne, as- 
sisted by her two daughters and, as soon 
as he was old enough, by a son James. 
The daughters, declared Isaiah Thomas

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in his “History of Printing in America” 
(Worcester, 1810), “were correct and 
quick compositors at case’ and likewise 
“sensible and amiable women.” In Provi- 
dence, then and for many years later the 
second city of the colony, printing was not 
introduced until 1762, when William 
Goddard (who, like James Parker of New 
Haven, was a product of New York train- 
ing) established a business into which, a 
few years later, his mother entered as an 
active partner. The important share borne 
by women in the spread of printing in co- 
lonial America, beginning with the widow 
of the Reverend José Glover, is note- 
worthy, though old England could offer 
an occasional precedent, such as that Mary 
Fenner who carried on for four years as 
Cambridge University printer after the 
death of her husband William in 1734. 


James Franklin had had a taste of prison 
for his temerity with the types; Daniel 
Fowle would suffer for the temerity of 
another, and as a consequence printing 
would be established in New Hampshire. 
Fowle had been a printing proprietor in 
Boston since 1740, when he was twenty- 
five years old. In 1754 he was charged 
with having issued an allegorical pamphlet, 
“The Monster of Monsters,” attacking 
the recently-passed Excise Act. He spent 
three days in jail, relieved his feelings dur- 
ing the next few months by writing and 
publishing two pamphlets about the injus- 
tice, and in 1756 was invited to come to 
Portsmouth. In November of that year 
he issued the inevitable “Almanack.” His 
main concern, however, was his newspa- 
per, the New Hampshire Gazette, the first 
number of which antedated the “Alman- 
ack”’ by several weeks. Not alone was the 
Gazette the first newspaper in New Hamp- 
shire, but it enjoys a unique distinction for 
all America in the fact that it survives to 
this day as the oldest continuously pub- 
lished newspaper in the United States. 

The first Vermont press was established 
in 1778 in the village of Dresden, on the 
east bank of the Connecticut—now Han- 
over, New Hampshire, where the backs go 
tearing by. Here Alden Spooner issued 


in that year, among other ephemera, a 
Thanksgiving proclamation—a fitting ex- 
ample of original printing in view of the 
subsequent and deserved 
Vermont turkey. 


repute of the 
Two years later Judah 
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Padock Spooner began to print in the yjJ- 
lage of Westminster, on soil that was then 
and is yet unequivocal Vermont. 
Printing was introduced into Maine 
(then still a part of Massachusetts) jn 
1785 with the establishment at Falmouth 
of The Falmouth Gazette and Weekly Ad- 
vertiser by Benjamin Titcomb and Thomas 
B. Wait, who moved to Portland that 
same year. In 1786 appeared at Port- 
land, with the Wait imprint, an edition 
of David Fenning’s “Universal Spelling- 
Book,” a popular English importation, and 
Eleazar Moody’s (or Moodey’s) “The 
School of Good Manners. Composed for 
the Help of Parents—Teaching Children 
How to Behave During Their Minority.” 
Numerous useful state and local bibliog- 
raphies are available to student and col- 
lector (if not often for purchase, then at 
least for consultation in university and 
public libraries), and the most recent in- 
dex of these manuals is to be found in 
Margaret Bingham Stillwell’s ‘“Incunab- 
ula and Americana 1450-1800: A Key to 
Bibliographical Study” (New York: Co- 
lumbia University Press, 1931). Several 
of these bibliographies, however, originally 
compiled with fidelity and accuracy, have 
now become, through no fault of their 
compilers, sadly out of date, and the seeker 
after book knowledge should perpetually 
bear in mind Miss Stillwell’s admonition 
to consult the latest authorities as well as 
the earlier, regardless of the merited 
prestige won ‘by earlier scholars. 


The monumental and _ inclusive biblio- 
graphical reference work on early Ameri- 
can books and printing is Charles Evans's 
“American Bibliography,” the purpose of 
which is clearly defined in its secondary 
title: “A Chronological Dictionary of all 
Books, Pamphlets and Periodical Publica- 
tions Printed in the United States of 
America from the Genesis in 1639 down 
to and Including the Year 1820. The first 
volume of this vast undertaking appeared 
in 1903, published by the compiler him- 
self, and preceded (since he was his own 
vice-president in charge of sales) by a pros- 
pectus explaining the purpose of the work, 
defining its spheres of usefulness, and ap- 
pealing specifically to the various groups 
who would be technically interested in 't. 
Thus specifically did he address the book- 
sellers, and this apostrophe is here given 
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both for its own sake and also by way of 
proof that a bibliographer is not neces- 
sarily a pedantic two-footed crustacean 
without heart or humor: 

“To my dear friend, and enemy, the 
Dealer in old books, I would also address 
a few words of pious regard: for, on my 
soul, I love thee, thou half-starved picker- 
up of unconsidered trifles! With all con- 
trition I confess that, as I have pored over 
the blurred and ill-digested pages of your 
Catalogues, thee have I damned. Yea! 
even with a damn which reached from Dan 
to Beersheba. But I love thy tribe. There 
is a bond of sympathy between us. And I 
would be thy Moses. I love thy musty, 
dim, ill-lighted shops; but more do I love 
thy stalls in the warm sunlight: for there 
thy crass ignorance of thy wares is shown 
me to my profit. For have not mine eyes 
seen, on the populous street of a great city, 
exposed to the rude gaze of every passer- 
by, Samuel Willard’s ‘Compleat Body of 
Divinity’ (Boston, 1726)—the first folio 
volume, other than laws, printed in the 
United States,—standing upon an open 
stall, its nearly thousand pages sagging in 
its covers; its full calf binding stained by 
the falling rain—tear drops of Heaven! 
And, tied around it with string, as if to 
conceal its nakedness, was a leaf, on which 
was rudely written with red ink: This 
book, over one hundred and fifty years old, 
only one dollar! So, too, did Hester 
Prynne stand in the market place with the 
Scarlet letter on her breast for the sin of 
another! Go to, thou dullard! if thou 
art fortunate to possess a copy, hie thee to 
the dusty shelf on which this treasure lies 
neglected; add fifty dollars to thy selling 
price, or, better still, encase it in a plush- 
lined case, for the time is at hand when 
its value will increase an hundred-fold, 
even as has the first folio of the divine 
William. And is it also left to me, thou 
pur-blind and bald-headed thief of Time! 
to teach thee, after all these years, how 
thou shalt print thy Catalogue to thy 
profit? Then arrange thy wares in an 
orderly and chronological manner. Com- 
pel not thy customer to wade through 
pages filled with modern abominations of 
printed books in search of the rare editions 
of the past, to his sore disappointment and 
loss of time. Then will he see at a glance 
whether thou possessed that which he de- 
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sires. Verily, verily! will the ducats flow 
into the coffers of him who followeth this 
my admonition. Hark thee! it is by words 
of wisdom like unto these, scattered 
through my pages, that I expect to win 
and hold thy love. By these, and many 
more like unto them, shalt thou profit if 
thou subscribest, and that quickly, for my 
book of books. But, if thou do it not, then 
will thy flesh be mortifged by seeing thy 
detested rival across the way, Smirk, him, 
whom thou in thy heart hast so often 
anathematized as an old junk dealer, who 
doesn’t know a book from a brick; yet, 
who is wiser than if thou do it not, him 
wilt thou see flourish like the green bay 
tree, even as the chariots of the wealthy 
stand without his door and wait. If thou 
subscribest quickly, in place of the lean 
and grimy paw in which I drop the pen- 
nies for my purchase now, then will I see 
thy plump, well-favored hand stroking the 
sides of my book of books, and fondly call- 
ing it the Old Bookseller’s Bible.” 

Evans’s “American Bibliography” has 
indeed become the bookseller’s Bible, even 
though its Revelations is yet to be written. 
When the first volume appeared in 1903 
its compiler had already devoted some six- 
teen years to the task; now, active and 
eighty, he is still engaged on it at his home 
in Chicago. The eleventh volume, com- 
pleting the year 1797, appeared this year, 
so that Mr. Evans can now add twenty- 
eight years to the sixteen he had given to 
the work before the first volume appeared. 
The drudgery implicit in the effort may 
be measured in part by the inevitable 
growth in the number of titles year after 
year. Thus the years 1639 and 1640 to- 
gether occupy only three pages (including 
a full-page description of the Bay Psalm 
Book), whereas 1797 requires two-hun- 
dred and seventy-five pages. The arrange- 
ment is necessarily chronological, but al- 
phabetical within the separate years, and 
cross indexes in each volume supply con- 
venient -references to authors, subjects, and 
places. 


The announcement “not in Evans’ oc- 
casionally appears proudly in auction and 
booksellers’ catalogs, but such a designa- 
tion is a tribute to a reference manual 
whose serviceability has been vastly en- 
hanced with the years and the tremendous 
growth in the interest in American books.

HE most important American his- 
torical document ever offered for sale 
on either side of the Atlantic will be 

sold by the American Art Association-An- 
derson Galleries, Inc., the evening of Janu- 
ary 28. It is the so-called “Olive Branch” 
Petition of the second Continental Congress 
to George III, the last effort of the Colo- 
nists to make terms with that stubborn 
monarch. The document was drawn up by 
John Dickinson, signed, and sent to Eng- 
land after hostilities had actually begun. 
The petition was confided to Richard Penn 
and Arthur Lee,who, on September 1, 1775, 
presented it to Lord Darthmouth, Secretary 
of State for the Colonies, and who reported 
that the king would not receive it. This 
petition was adopted and signed July 8, 
1775, by 46 members. On the back of 
this seven page document, stitched with 
old blue tape, in the handwriting of Lord 
Fitzwilliam, who died in 1833 at the ad- 
vanced age of 85, is the endorsement: 
“Petition of American Congress to the 
King.” ‘This document was discovered re- 
cently at Milton Hall, Peterborough, the 
ancestral home of George C. Fitzwilliam, 
who sent it to this country to be sold. 
Milton Hall has been the home of the 
Fitzwilliam family since 1500, and parts 
of it still remain which were built by Sir 
William Fitzwilliam, friend of Henry 
VIII and Cardinal Woolsey. Early in the 


seventeenth century the head of the family 
received a peerage and in 1716 a later 
member of the family was elevated to an 
earldom. No copy of this document exists 
in America, either in the Library of Con- 
gress or elsewhere. There is, however, a 
duplicate copy in the Museum of the Pub- 
lic Records Office, in London, that has 49 
signatures, three more than the Milton 
Hall copy. These three signatures are 
those of Charles Humphrey of Pennsyl- 
vania, Harry Middleton and Edward Rut- 
ledge of South Carolina. The signers, of 
whom twenty-five also signed the Declara- 
tion of Independence a year later, included 
John Hancock, Samuel Adams, John 
Adams, Roger Sherman, Francis Lewis, 
William Floyd, Benjamin Franklin, Cae- 
sar Rodney, Thomas Stone, Thomas Jef- 
ferson, William Hooper, Joseph Hewes 
and Thomas Lynch, Sr. The announce. 
ment of the forthcoming sale of this docu: 
ment has awakened a great deal of interest 
and it is expected that it will bring a sen- 
sational price.

‘The 
buyer was Gabriel Wells. A letter writ- 
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ten by President Lincoln in 1861 to Beriah 
Magoffin, governor of Kentucky, declining 
to remove Federal troops from that State, 
also went to Mr. Wells for $1,550. 
Charles Sessler paid $1,300 for a 1776 let- 
ter signed by Benjamin Franklin, Charles 
Carroll and Samuel Chase, commissioners 
sent to Canada by the Continental Con- 
gress to procure the alliance of Canada 
with the Colonies. 


HE world will celebrate in January 

the one hundredth anniversay of the 
birth of Lewis Carroll, the author of 
“Alice’s Adventures in Wonderland.” At 
Columbia University a large exhibit of 
Lewis Carroll items will be held soon after 
the beginning of the New Year. The at- 
tention of the American public will be 
concentrated upon this famous author and 
his famous story as never before.

gravings down the years to a cubist ex- 
periment in portraiture, Whitman poems 
set to music, parodies of Whitman, and 
two cigar boxes which once contained 
Walt Whitman cigars. One of the rarer 
‘tems is a bound volume of the Democratic 
Review, a weekly of the 1840’s which ran 
to short stories and novelettes of colorful 
plots and strongly moral endings. _To this 
periodical, Walt Whitman contributed a 
short story under the pseudonym, Frank- 
lin Evans. It is recorded that years later 
the memory of this unique dime novel 
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stirred in him a half-humorous horror and 
caused him great uneasiness. Despite the 
poet’s wish that the story might disappear 
and be forgotten, the tale of the unfor- 
tunate Franklin Evans is included in the 
Whitmaniana which has come to Brown 
University from Canada.

Good Second-Hand Condition

NQUIRY regarding an _ additional 
| stanza to “The Star-Spangled Ban- 

ner’ by Oliver Wendell Holmes 
elicited from a devoted reader a month ago 
the information that Holmes wrote two 
extra stanzas. ‘The earlier of these, this 
department’s informant declared, appar- 
ently first appeared at page 35 of a 64-page 
pamphlet entitled “Army Melodies: A 
Collection of Hymns and Tunes, Relig- 
ious and Patriotic,” compiled “by Rev. J. 
W. Dadmun, assisted by Rev. Arthur B. 
Fuller.” The imprint read: “Boston: 
Benj. B. Russell, 515 Washington Street, 
J. P. Magee, 5 Cornhill, New York: E. 
Goodenough, 122 Nassau Street.” 

Now comes word of an interesting vari- 
ant, a description of which is available 
through the kindness of R. W. G. Vail, 
librarian of the American Antiquarian So- 
ciety at Worcester. The Society’s collec- 
tion includes both the issue already de- 
scribed and the variant. The title-page of 
the variant, as supplied by Mr. Vail, reads: 
“Army and Navy Melodies: A Collection 
of Hymns and Tunes, Religious and Patri- 
otic. Original and Selected. By Rev. J. 
W. Dadmun, and Rev. Arthur B. Fuller, 
Chaplain of the Sixteenth Regiment, Mass. 
Volunteers. Boston: J. P. Magee, 5 Corn- 
hill, Benj. B. Russell, 515 Washington 
Street. New York: E. Goodenough, 122 


Nassau Street.” ‘Except for the title and 
preface, which varies somewhat, and the 
caption on page 3, “Mr. Vail adds, ‘this 
item is identical with the previous edition, 
with the additional verse on page 35 as 
in the earlier edition.’ ” 

The altered order in the listing of the 
publishers’ names is striking, but even 
more noteworthy is the elevation of Chap- 
lain Fuller from an assistant editorship to 
full parity with Rev. Mr. Dadmun. Did 
Chaplain Fuller insist on his rights or did 
Mr. Dadmun himself suggest the move 
for equality? 

Chaplain Fuller did more than help 
compile a collection of songs for soldiers 
and sailors to sing. He served with the 
Sixteenth Massachusetts for two years, and 
was discharged at the end of 1863 owing 
to poor health. The following day—De- 
cember 11, 1863—he volunteered to ac- 
company a detachment across the Rappa- 
hannock at the battle of Fredericksburg 
and fell before a sharpshooter’s bullet. 

The first Holmes stanza was also 
printed in Russell’s “Chimes of Freedom 
and Union,” our earlier informant re- 
ported, which pamphlet, issued sometime 
in 1861, contains still another additional 
stanza to “The Star-Spangled Banner” by 
“Miss Stebbins, the sculpturess.” This 
department’s Technical Research Division 
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investigated further and found that Miss 
Stebbins is represented in Central Park 
by a fountain, ‘““The Angel of the Waters.” 
And that was that, until Earle F. Wal- 
bridge, librarian of the Harvard Club of 
New York City, came forward with this 
interesting data: 

“May I help you follow through with 
Emma Stebbins and her Central Park 
fountain? It is nothing less than the 
Bethesda Fountain in the center of the 
Esplanade, commanded by the Terrace, at 
the termination of the Mall. At least it 
was there when Edmund Pearson and I 
took a brisk canter around it two autumns 
syne. I have known about the Bethesda 
Fountain ever since receiving a postcard 
of it at the age of eight. For the topo- 
graphical details I am indebted to ‘Rider’s 
New York City,’ which, I regret to say, 
refers to the lady as ‘Stubbins,’ ” 

At that Rider does better by her than 
Baedeker, who (in the first edition of 
“The United States,” 1893, which is one 
of our favorite books) omits identifying 
her altogether: ‘The *Terrace, at the 
N. end of the Mall, is a fine pile of mas- 
onry, whence flights of steps descend to 
the Bethesda Fountain and to the Lake, 
used for boating in summer (boat 30c. 
per 4 hr., short row 10c.) and skating in 
winter.” 

Dear, dear! What a ramified science 
is bibliography! One begins with Civil 
War pamphlets and ends with rowing and 
skating and equestrianism ! 


HE Phoenix Book Shop of 41 East 

49th Street, New York, has just is- 
sued, in an edition of thirty copies, “The 
Fear That Walks By Noonday,” by Willa 
Cather and Dorothy Canfield. A fore- 
word by Ralph Allan explains that tie 
story, about five thousand words in length, 
“was written for, and entered in, a com- 
petition held in a western university in the 
year 1895, when one of the authors was 
an undergraduate and the other a prospec- 
tive freshman. The story was awarded 
the first prize of $10.00. It is here repro- 


duced from the files of a now unobtainable 
college magazine with the gracious permis- 
sion of Willa Cather and Dorothy Can- 
field.” 
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ARRY B. SMITH, author of “Firs 

Nights and First Editions,” was , 
speaker at the November dinner of the 
New York Booksellers’ League, choosin 
as his text the theorem that “Authors 
Should Be Read and Not Heard.” Seven. 
teen lecture bureaus have filed demurrers. 
Yet it was hardly necessary for them to do 
this, because people who go to hear an 
author lecture usually do not go to hear 
him lecture. They go to see him. Lectur- 
ing authors might just as well read the 
Declaration of Independence and every- 
body would be satisfied. Your correspon- 
dent’s father once went to hear Riley and 
Nye. Riley opened the program and then 
yielded to Bill Nye. 

“I have a severe cold—” began Nye, 
and could get no further for the burst of 
guffaws. 

“IT started to say that I have a severe 
cold—” 

Laughter, shrieks, volleys of handclap- 
ping, cheers. 

“Ladies and Gentlemen, I regret sin- 
cerely that owing to a severe cold—” 

Audience by this time is holding its sides, 
inarticulate with merriment. Nye bows 
and exit. “Tumultuous applause. 

Why not? Bill Nye was a humorist, 
therefore whatever he said was funny. But 
he really did have a severe cold, and he 
wanted to tell his audience that on that 
account he would be unable to speak. 

Mr. Smith tells a Eugene Field story in 
which Bill Nye figures: 

“My first. meeting with Field was in- 
formal. At the theatre one night I saw 
a man sitting just in front of me, tall, 
slender, his bald head fringed with a 
blonde border. In the darkened auditorium, 
I thought it was Bill Nye, whom I knew. 
I touched him on the shoulder and said, 
‘Good evening, Mr. Nye.’ The gentleman 
turned around and said, ‘My name 3s 
Field. I don’t see how you could make 
such a mistake. Nye has no such shock 
of hair as I have.’ Both men were as bald 
as an egg.” 


ACHEL LINDSAY’S passing 1s 2 
melancholy reminder of the fact that 
the great poetic resurgence that preceded 
the World War is no longer a phenom- 
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enon of yesterday, but of the day before. 
The collector who limited himself to the 
significant books of verse, English and 
American, from 1910 to 1915, would not 
only. assemble an impressive quantity of 
print, but one of which many units hardily 
survived Armageddon and achieved dura- 
ble greatness in its despite. In such a col- 
lection Lindsay would be far from the 
least. And from the collector’s point of 
view he presents his own highly special and 
tantalizing problem. The rhyme-leaflets 
that were “traded for bread” may one day 
be traded for much gold. Their casual 
publication and distribution and their 
ephemeral structure will make the Lindsay 
collector’s task no simpler than if he set 
out to acquire a full representation of Poe.
